Kentucky Rural Water Association ("KRWA") has applied for accreditation of its

2011 Operator Expo, which was held on May 25-26, 2011 in Bardstown, Kentucky and

at which instruction was provided on, inter aiia, water and wastewater operation

certification requirements; water storage tank operation and maintenance; supervisory

control and data acquisition systems; fire hydrant repair and maintenance;

unaccounted-for water loss; and water main rehabilitation.

This Commission is required to "encourage and promote the offering of high

quality water district management training programs that enhance a water district

commissioner's understanding of his or her responsibilities and duties."" Having

reviewed KRWA's application, the Commission finds that the instruction in question will

enhance a water district commissioner's understanding of his or her responsibilities and

duties and should be accredited for 6.0 hours of water district management training.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that KRONA's instruction at its 2011 Operator

Expo, which was held on May 25-26, 2011 in Bardstown, Kentucky, is accredited and

approved for a maximum of 6.0 credit hours of water district management training.
